Wallace .said Thursday that he would 
attempt to convince southern cotton 
growers at Memphis Friday that his 
"middle way" course—midway be- 
tween abandonment of world markets 
and unlimited expansion of acreage— 
should be adopted. 


Officials Meet 


MEMPHIS. Tenn.—(/Pi—Farm 
offic- 


ials of nine southern stales and federal 
government officials opened a two- 
day conference here Thursday to dis- 
cuss the fitting of cotton problems 
into the administration's 1938 agricul- 
tural policy. 


Sessions will adjourn Friday for an 


address by Secretary Wallace in which 
he will outline the administration's 
?!i~; f,u- :: lc,.»i,-tai':ii cotton prjgrum. 


I. W. Duggau, acting southern direc- 


tor of the soil conservation service, 
said that revision and redistribution 
of base acreage, which will determine 
the proportion of each county and 
each farmer, will bo undertaken. 


Says Plan Is Changed 


WASHINGTON—(fl'i—Senator 
Elli- 


son D Smith of South Carolina charg- 
ed Wednesday night the administra- 
tion's nine-cent cotton loan and sub- 
sidy plan is "at variance" with an un- 
derstanding between Southern sen- 
ators and President Roosevelt .shortly 
before adjournment of Congress. 


Quoting from an Agricultural De- 


partment statement which said a con- 
dition of each loan is that the pro- 
clucer-bnrrower agrees to participate 
in and comply with the 1938 farm ad- 
justment program, Smith, chairman of 
the Semite 
Agriculture 
Committee, 


said: 


"My understanding, and I am sure 


the understanding of my colleagues 
was the loan was not to be contingent 
upon any agreement to conform to leg- 
islation 
that 
is subsequently to be 


passed. Of course, the .subsidy, that is, 
the three cents which i.s the difference 
between nine cents and 12 cents, will 
he .subjrct to conformation or agree- 
ment with whatever law .shall be sub- 
sequently paused." 


Loan On "AH" Cotton 


Smith said it was his understanding 


the cotton loan was to be ''of the 
.same character and 
principle1 as in 


HUfi-.'ili" and ".should apply to all col- 
ton produced and not to any percent- 
age of a base acreage." 


He added 
it wa.s his understand- 


ing the subsidy was to be made avail- 
able to all ciitlun grown by producers 
"wl-u Mib-scribe to whatever legisla- 
tion i.s ]>a.ssc<l in January and not to 
only (i, 
r) per cent of the base acre- 


age." 


Would Kxlcnd Provisions 


Smith, who conferred with Secre- 


tary Wallace, .said he would in.sist the 
loan applj in all tenderable cotton 
under Ilie Cotton Futures Act and that 
farmers desiring to keep sales sheets be 
paid subsidies in the event they' com- 
plied with the proposed now farm pro- 
gram. 


Smith saiil he had recommended 


"that all red larw and unnecessary 
restrictions be eliminated .so that the 
farmers might be able to secure this 
loan a.s easily a.s they have been able 
to .secure government loans in the 
past."

Hope Missionaries 


Are Safe in China 


Rev. 
and Mrs. M. C. Brit- 


tain in Safe Quarters 


at Shanghai 


Friends in Hope who have been 


Kroaly alarmed for the safety of Rev. 
and Mrs. M. C. Brittain, missionaries 
of the South Baptist Convention at 
Moknnshan, China, have been in- 
formed of their arrival at Shanghai on 
September 8, after traveling 250 miles 
to make a journey ordinarily but 90 
miles in length. 


The party of 70 with which they 


were numbered began its 
perilous 


journey in three motor carriers and on 
ambulance. The last 60 miles, requir- 
ing three days' time, was in a Chinese 
steamer on the China Sea and was 
fraught with the dangers attendant 
with dodging Japanese military craft 
and iarplane bombers. 


Mrs. 
Brittain, nee Mary Brown, is a 


native of Hope, being the elder of the 
Brown twins born on the side of the 
present educational building of the 
First Baptist church while her father, 
Dr. T. D. Brown, was pastor of the 
church from 1912 to 1917. 


Dr. and Mrs. Brown, now residents 


of Louisville, Ky., received a radio- 
gram from their daughter in Shanghai 
last week announcing the birth of a 
daughter, their first child. 


Thi.s is the only direct word received 


by them since the outbreak of hostil- 
ities in China and no information was 
given a.s to the future plans of the 
Brittams. •

the marshal threaten to shoot Gentry, 
who wa.s in cusody, if he didn't walk 
into the jail. 


The defense sought to prove it would 


have been impossible for the state's 
witnesses to have seen the jail door 
Iroin the place where they said they 
were standing. 


Defense lawyers indicated Stockton 


would take the stand Thursday. The 
ca.se is expected to reach the jury in 
mid-afternoon.

TOTAL 1,500 GUESTS 


600 at Speaking, With To- 


tal 1,400 to 1,500 for 


Entire Day 


The turning on of current in the 


City of Hopefe rural electrification 
project was celebrated with a free 
barbecue and open-house at Spring 
Hill Wednesday, climaxed by a speak- 
ing program at night headed by the 
entire personnel of the State Utilities 
Commission, Little Rock. 


About GOO persons attended 
the 


speaking, which was held outdoors at 
the west entrance of Spring Hill school 
—but a check of the various mercan- 
tile exhibits inside the school placed 
total visitors during the day and 
night at between 1,400 and 1,500. 


One exhibitor reported distributing 


1,500 
souvenirs to adults only, with 


practically no duplications. 


It was a highly successful municipal 


party, presided over by Mayor Albert 
Graves, with Spring Hill citizens par- 
ticipating in the program. 


The occasion was the completion of 


30 miles of new electric construction 
outside the cily limits, liking the mu- 
nicipal plant with the territory just 
west of Emmet, with Rocky Mound 
and Shover Springs, to the east and 
southeast of Hope, and with Spring 
Hill, the southern terminus of the 
line. 


40',i Miles of Line 


Total length of the rural project at 


president is 40Vi miles, _of which 30 
miles is rifiw construction, and. 10% 
miles is privately-owned line 
sup- 


plied with municipal current and now 
in process of purchase by the city. 
Authorization for new 
construction 


was 515,000. 


In addition, the City of Hope has 


under option from the Arkansas Power 
& Light Co. 4% miles of its newly- 
completed DeAnn Line. 


The City of Hope has authority from 


the 
State 
Utilities Commission to 


operate anywhere within a radius of 
seven miles from the city, in a terri- 
tory 
covering 
approximately 
200 


square miles. 


Twelve merchandising booths were 


set up inside the Spring Hill school- 
house Wednesday noon, shortly after 
the city had completed installing tem- 
porary wiring. 


South of the school building barbe- 


cued meat was prepared during the 
day for a free feast at city expense at 
C o'clock. The Hope Boys Band arrived 
at Spring Hill at 6, played a brief con- 
cert, and then the rapidly-gathering 
night crowd fell to on the barbecue. 


Mayor Graves arrived at 5:30 with 


the State Utilities Commission: Tom 
Filzhugh, chairman; H. W. Blalock, 
Max A. Mehlberger, and the commis- 
sionn's secretary, James T. Horner. 


The night program was opened with 


invocation by the Rev. R. A. Grain of 
Spring Hill, who then introduced May- 
or Graves as master of ceremonies. 


John Kent led the crowd in com- 


munity singing, assisted by Spring 
Hill men and women who made up an 
impromptu choir in front of the speak- 
ers' stand. 


Frank J. Hill, of Spring Hill, gave 


a history of that place.

Japanese Reply 


WASHINGTON. — OP) — Official cir- 


cles received 
without surprise 
the 


Japanese reply to Secretary Hull's pro- 
test against bombing of Chinese non- 
combatants. 


Some dispapointmcnt was known to 


be felt over the lack of a specific guar- 
antee by Japan to halt air raids. 


The reply declared that bombard- 


ment was necessary to destroy Chinese 
bases of resistance. Responsible quar- 
ters emphasized that the United States 
has no intention "of co-operating" with 
Japanese military to ten extent of 
moving diplomatic representatives in 
China every time the Nipponese com- 
mand warns foreigners that they risk 
grave personal danger unless they seek 
safety. 


Jap Statement 


TOK10—l/l'j— The Japanese govern- 


ment Thursday 'defended as strategi- 
cally necessary the aerial bombing of 
Nanking which drew a formal protest 
from the United States government. 


The Japanese point of view was con- 


tained in a reply, made public Thurs- 
day, 
to the American protest of Sep- 


tember 22, transmitted after oral rep- 
resentations against Japan's announced 
intentions of subjecting the Chinese 
capital to a mass aerial bombardment. 


'Ilie note was delivered to the United 


States embassy written in Japanese. 
Following is an unofficial 
transla- 


tion: 


"As your government knows full 


well, Nanking, unlike any other city 
in China, is a strongly fortified city. 
It is the base of China's military op- 
erations and it is necessary for Japan's 
purposes to bomb military organs and 
establishments in and out of the city. 


"Japanese bombing is only directed 


at those military organs and has not 
the intention to cause damage to non- 
combatants. Before bombing, Japan 
warned Chinese noncombatants. 


"Japan's policy of respecting as far 


as possible the lives, properly and in- 
terests of people of third powers is 
unchanged, as already has been repeat- 
edly declared. Japan warned Aineri-

U. S, Bar to Fight 


F.D'sCourtPlan 


Seven-Man Commission Is 


Formed to Take Imme- 


diate Action 


KANSAS CITY-OP)—The American 


Bar Association created a seven-man 
commission Thursday, ready to take 
action in the event of further attempts 
to revise the federal judiciary system. 


Without opposition or debate, a rec- 


ord-breaking attendance of the asso- 
ciation's assembly approved a special 
committee's report recommending the 
setting up of a commission of seven 
members to meet any new efforts to 
"remake the courts." 


The bar's legislative body, the House 


of Delegates, added its prompt ratifi- 
cation, unanimously approving the re- 
port prepared by a committee headed 
by Sylvester C. Smith Jr., of Phillips- 
Inirg, N. J. 


The commission will be appointed by 


the association's president. It will be 
instructed 
to report any 
proposed 


changes in the country's judicial sys- 
tem to the bar association for a mem- 
bership referendum which would guide 
the action of the commission. 


Lc.ssing Roscnthal, Chicago, tried to 


record the bar as favoring mandatory 
public hearings in the Senate on Su- 
preme Court nominations.

Announcement of the reopening of 


the schools followed a conference with 
school authorities, city, state and U. S.

The school closed Tuesday noon 


when a junior high school student be- 
came ill of infantile paralysis. 


In a statemnt, Miss Henry said: 
"Hope public schools will open Mon- 


day, October 4, after a quarantine of 
nearly a week. The high school build- 
ing has been thoroughly aired since the 
ban was placed on the school. 


"It is the opinion of the city physi- 


cian, state and U. S. public health de- 
partments that there is no further risk. 
This will serve as a notice to all rural 
children and drivers that the school 
buses will run on scheduled time Mon- 
day morning:" 


Dr. Grace's Statement 


Dr. J. K. Grace of Little Rock, dis- 


trict health officer, who came here for 
a conference with authorities, also is- 
sued a statement which follows: 


"To tho. people of Hope and vicinity. 


Due to the fact that one case of in- 
fantile paralysis in the city of Hope 
has occurred—and this child has been 
duly, isolated and quarantined—-the 
public schools can bfiehImmediately. 


"Since this child did riot become 


acutely ill in school there is no use for 
such fear of infantile paralysis as in- 
stigated. • 


"I am taking this authority and

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Klan Case Discloses Lax Political Morals 


PERHAPS the most discouraging thing about the case of 
1 Justice Hugo Black and the Ku Klux Klan is its revelation 
of the defective standard of public morality current among 
politicians. 


A senator of considerable service and distinction, Mr. 


Black is nominated to the Supreme Court and duly confirmed. 
'Then comes the charge that he was, and still is, a qualified 
member of the Klan. Immediately a whole host of brother 
politicians come fonvard*to give testimony on the case, pro 
and con; and in all of their talk you can notice one particular 
thing. 


They joined the Klan, many of these men, not because 


they believed in it or felt that its policies and ideals were sound. 
but simply because it looked like the politic thing to do; and 
they assume that Mr. Black joined it, if he did join it, for the 
same reason.

THAT is to say that according to the prevailing code in pol- 
1 rtics, a candidate for office may join any group under the 
sun and subscribe to the most fantastic of creeds without 
actually committing himself to anything, if he has reason to 
believe that a fairly substantial block of his constituents are 
interested. It is taken for granted that he will do such things 
with his fingers crossed; that his "oath of allegiance," if he 
gives it.to a fraternity, club or political group, means nothing 
more than a vague gesture of good will. 
.. It is precisely this widespread acceptance of a lax, easy- 
.going way of dealing with things which ought to be matters 
of definite conSviction that is so discouraging. 


Now the Klan, in the days when it had its health, advocat- 


ed a most rigid and uncompromising set of principles. No 
man could be neutral about it. You either believed in the 
things the Klan advocated or you actively disbelieved in 
them. If you were a man of honor—as non-politicians under- 
stand the word—you could not conceivably pretend to believe 
in them when you actually did not believe.

•A LL of which makes some of these politicians' remarks about 
4\ the Black case almost incredible. Why, they say, if Black 
joined the Klan. he did it just because everybody was doing 
it; hje .didn't believe in the Klan's program—in fact, he was 
a g$od friend" to the Catholics and Jew^-in his state. We all 
jotted ffje Klan in those days, and it didn't mean a thing. 
•-;• -Which is where they are wrong. It did mean something, 
ft-meant that in the world of politics we have developed a 
moral code which would shame a Botany Bay exile; that the 
men who make a profession of seeking and holding public 
office have built up an atmosphere in which the very nature 
of truth and simple decency get lost to view. 


That such an atmosphere exists is even more disharten- 


ing than the prospect that we may get a Supreme Court .jus- 
tice who holds a passport in the Invisible Empire. 


Alien Teapot Tempest 


A WASHINGTON correspondent recently remarked that 
/i Congress is not likely to get very excited over the recent 
exposure- of Nazi organizational activities in the United 
States. Twice in the last seven years Congress has investigat- 
ed propaganda activities of foreign groups, and neither time 
did its own findings stir it to enact any sort of remedial legis- 
lation. The congressmen just don't seem to think that these 
activities really menace the country much. 
: 
'In that stand Congress is probably quite right. The or- 


dinary citizen unquestionably hates to read of active groups 
which take their orders and draw their inspiration from 
Rome, Moscow or Berlin; he is apt to forget that such groups 
cut very little figure in our national life. 


After all, there are 130,000,000 people in the United 


tates. If ten or twenty thousand of them go haywire on 
Hitler, Stalin or Mussolini, it doesn't really make very much 
difference.

Cancers are of many different types,, 


depending on the tissues which they! 
affect. Moreover, cancer of any sin-1 
gle tissue may vary. For example, a 
cancer of the skin may involve the 
hair follicles, the sweat glands or the! 
surface of the skin. Each of these | 
types differs 
from the others. The 


cancers of various lypes differ in the 
speed with which, they grow. 


A cancer on the skin usually begins 


with a small elevated area which is 
sensitive to the touch and yellowish 
or brownish in color. A scab forms 
and when this is pulled off, the skin 
under the scab bleeds. 


Then a new crust will form and if 


this is pulled off, another crust will 
develop. Each time, however, 
the 


crust gets thicker, the growth covers a 
larger area and gets harder. Instead 
of healing like "lost slight wounds of 
the skin, this one keeps on getting 
worae. 


Moat oft«n tumors of the skin occur 


on the face. Sometimes they affect 


the lips, the mouth, the inside of the 
cheek or the gums. A cancer affect- 
ing the tongue may kill a person in 
six months, whereas one on the hands 
may be controlled with more ease. 


The first sign of cancer of the mouth j 


is a pearly, elevated or warty spot on 
the lips or gums which does not heal 
and day after day persists as a crust 
or an ulcer. Any sore in the mouth 
which persists as long as two weeks 
should have the attention of a physi- 
cian. 


Women are far less likely to die of 


cancer of the skin than are men simp- j 
ly because they are much more con- I 
cerned with their appearance than are j 
men in general. The woman is far' 
more likely to be disturbed about a ' 
growth on the skin which fails to heal, i

Eight Months 


CHICAGO.—(/P)—Death is setting a 


ftcord-breaking pace along the nation's 
streets and highways. The National 
Safety Council estimated Wednesday 
lhaf traffic accidents had cost 24,520 
lives In the first eight months of this 
ytaf. 


The total was 11 per cent greater 


than the 22.160 recorded in the corre- 
Sponding period of 1936—the year the 
all-time high mark of 36,500 waS estab- 
lished. Deaths numbered 3.850 in Au- 
gust compared with 3.740 in the same 
month last year. 


But statisiticans said that the August 


Increase of three per cent was more 
than matched by the 14 per cent rise 
In automobile travel as gauged by gas- 
oline consumption figures, which the 
11 per cent increase in the first three 
quarters of 1937 was equalized by an 
identical upswing in motor mileage. 
They expect the deaths-for-miles ratio 
to be somewhat lower than 1936 if the 
current trend holds. 


New York led the cities in the eight 


months death column with 528. Chi- 
cago, with 511, ranked second. Mow- 
ever, New York had the lowest traffic 
fatality rate among the most populous 
centers.

Merchant Fleet 
of U.S.Languishes 


Chief Problem Is Foreign 


Subsidy and Cheaper 


Competition

WASHINGTON.-Over at the United 


States martimc commission, they're 
using harsh words to describe the 
plight of the American merchant ma- 
rine. They're saying we won't have 
any merchant marine to speak of in 
five years' time, if we don't watch out. 


And that's rather disheartening, be- 


cause the American taxpayer has sunk 
billions in ship bottoms, and the mer- 
chant marine is going to bet many 
more tax dollars. 


This merchant marine headache is as 


sure as death and tn.xcs. There are 
three reasons. 


1. Foreign powers sugsidize their 


merchant fleets to keep them in the 
international race for trade, and to pro- 
vide auxiliary ships for navies in war- 
time. 


2. Shipbuilding and operating costs 


are less in every foreign country than 
in the United States. (Example: In 
one big country, merchant semnen re- 
ceive one-fifth as much pay us Amer- 
ican seamen.) 


3. Every natron must cither build 


its own merchant flet or allow foreign 
shipowenrs and their governments to 
dictate rates. If there were no Amer- 
ican ships, nothing would permit for- 
eign groups fro mestablishing prohibi- 
tive rates for carrying' American ex- 
ports. 


Hard to Allot Money 


And those are not the only reasons 


why you can't toss off this merchant 
marine headache with an aspirin. 
Joseph P. KcKnnecly is one, and the 
American shipping industry is anoth- 
er. 


Kennedy is the man who runs the 


new martimc commission, a beureau 
created by congress to subsidize Amer- 
ican shipping and thereby encourage 
the building of an American merchant 
fleet worthy of the name. 


Congress told the commission to let 


American builders have 75 per cent of 
the cost of building new ships PLUS 
a differential between American and 
foreign operating costs. 


(Example: A shipping firm wants to 


build a ship and operate it between 
New York and Liverpool. The gov- 
ernment will advance 75 per cent of 
the cost rifht off the bat. The hiulder 
then must agree to pay part of the 
money back in 20 years. That "part" 
is the cost of building a similar ship in 
a foreign yard. This actually may 
be a third or a half of the cost of 
building the vessel in the UUnited 
States. Then the government will fig- 
ure out how much less it costs a Brit- 
isher to operate a similar ship on the 
same route, and pay that additional 
sum to the American builder.) 


But Kennedy is having a hard time 


distributing the government's money 
on that basis. Somewhat puzzled, he 
has decided to canvass the whole situa- 
tion. Within a week or two he's going 
to tell you what the trouble is. 


"Lousiest Job" in Capital 


All the facts aern't in yet, but Ken- 


nedy already can tell you that the 
brand new merchant marine act prob- 
ably can't buck up American shipping. 


He thinks many of the private com- 


panies cannot raise enough money to 
pay 25 per cent of the cost of new 
ships. There are several reasons for 
this. One is that shipping companies- 
often operate through obscure holding 
companies. Bankers don't 
like the 


looks of their earnings. And the in- 
dustry has had too much labor trou- 
ble to suit investors. 


Then, too, the government's nose 


isnY any 
too clean. Llavish with 


money for a while, it has been too 
tig'ht in other periods, leaving ship 
operators high and dry at odd times. 
This vaccilating policy has not helped

the companies put their own houses in 
order, but rather has invited them to 
keep on running to the government. 


Now the companies are complaining 


that the new law hii-s too many safe- 
guards for the government, and not 
enough for builders. They say there's 
going to be no end of argument over 
the foreign differentials. 


So Kennedy and his commission 


litivc discovered they have something 
more than a long-term job on their 
hands. Privately. 
Kennedy 
himself 


says he's got the lousiest job in Wash- 
ington. 


Our Steady Decline 


What do you think1.' Here's the prob- 


lem and its history, briefly: 


1. With a measure of government 


aid, 
infant America had built enough 


bottoms to carry 90 per cent of her 
cargoes by 1850, and the American 
clipper was the proudest merchant- 
man afloat. 


2.—Dry rot attacked the industry 


during the Civil war, and the Boer 
war found American traders helpless 
to meet foreign competition Because 
Americans couldn't get ships to carry 
their goods. It seems Great Britain 
recalled all her bottoms for national 
service, and the result was a loss of 
millions to American farmers and oth- 
er exporters. 


'3. Despite 
that 
lesson. 
American 


ships were carrying less than 10 per 
cent of the goods we sold to the rest of 
the world in 1910. By 1914 we were 
pouring taxpayers' money into a mer- 
chant marine. Then, during the World 
war we sunk three billions in a "bridge 
of ships" to Europe.

ing tendencies." 


"Activities at numerous manufactur- 


ing plants throughout the period show- 
ed no recession from the high levels 
which have been apparent since last 
spring, but with a decline in volume 
of new orders, this pace has been at 
the expense of backlogs," the review 
commented. 


"This is true particularly of the 


heavy industries including iron and 
steel. 


"In the iron and steel industry, ac- 


tivities declined somewhat during the 
last two weeks in August and have 
receded further since that time. Ship- 
ments of pig iron and scrap to dis- 
trict smelters in August fell slightly 
below July, but were approximately 
15 per cent greater than in August 
last year." 


Boots and shoes, an important in- 


dustry of the areae, recorded a smaller 
volume of sales in August than in the 
preceding month a year ago. 


A "sharp decline'1 in prices of farm 


products, commodities generally and 
in the stock market since mid-August 
was thought by the bank to have act- 
ed as a deterrant to advance commit- 
ments in a number of lines. 


"Output ot bituminous coal at times 


in the district in August," the report 
continued, 
"declined 
slightly 
from 


July, but was measurably greater than 
a year ago. 


"Industrial employment and pay- 


rolls, which had tended upward since 
early spring, showed no marked change 
as contrasted with the preceding 30 
clays." 


The crop outlook was bright. While 


dry, hot weather in August and early 
September reduced prospective yields 
of fruits and vegetables, and excessive 
rains in the southe rinterfered witli the 
cotton harvest, the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture's report, based 
on conditions as of September I, tend- 
ed to confirm yields largely in excess 
of a year ago. 


"Despite the recent declines in prices 


o ffarm products," the baink pointed 
out, "estimates of cash income from 
farm marketings, included govern- 
ment payments indicate a substantial 
increase over a year ago and an aggre- 
gate larger than in any year since 192fl." 


Gauged by sales of department stores 


in the principal cities, volume of re- 
tail trade in August' was 8.6 per cent 
greater than in July and 8.4 per cent 
larger than a year ago. Combined 
sales of all wholesaling and jobbing 
firms reporting to the bank in August 
were 8.1 per cent greater than for the 
preceding month and 8.4 per cent less 
than a year ago. 


The movement of freight, as disclos- 


ed by officials of railroads operating 
in the district was in heavier volume 
than during any similar period since 
1930. 


Dun and Bradstrcet reported 24 com- 


mercial failures in the Eighth District 
during August, with liabilities of $217,- 
OQO, compared with 17 failures with lia- 
bilities of $133,000 in July and 24 for ;
